For this of 2 good mans periſhing in 
his Righteouſnefs, cannot otherwiſe be 
underſtood, but in Temporals ; for in 
Spirituals he cannot periſh, who re- 
tains his Righteouſneſs; Nor can it 
befall Juſt men according to the work 
of the Wicked, but in things of this 
World: So that tizeſe obſervations 
ſeem to Point out the Miſeries that be-
